The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
5-7 and 10-19 to inventions and/or species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 5-7 and 10-19 have been cancelled. 

It is noted that Applicants suggest that claims 5-7 are allowable if claim 1 is 
allowed since they are dependent on claimi . Claim 5 is drawn to the subspecies of 
Figure 1 1 and is not properly dependent on claim 1 which reads on the subspecies of 
Figure 12 and not on the subspecies of Figure 1 1 . Claim 6 also reads only on the 
subspecies of Figure 1 1 . Claim 7 is a method of making the apparatus of the 
subspecies of Figure 1 1 . Claims 5-7 do not read on the elected subspecies. 

Claims 1-4 and 8 are allowed.
